There is one exception, and only one,

| ception is Sun Yat Sen, who holds power 


in Canton. He is a veteran. leader of 
Chinese Radicalism, the pioneer of Re- 
publicanism. He led thé revolution uf 
1911, which overthrew the Emperor, and 
decreed a parliamentary régime. But he 
stood aside ufter the revolution had' suc- 
ceeded, in the hupe of preventing civil 
war. This hope proved vain, not through 
his fault. Since 1920, he has been in 
power.-in the southe Some of the. bes 
authorities maintain that his is the’ only” 
legal government in China His. policy 
baw been enlightened. Ho has ‘favoured 
the proletariat, done all that was possible 
to suppress opium and gambling’ (the 
twin vioes of China, encouraged by tor- 
eigners), and endeavoured for years. to 
co-operate with the Soviet Government, 
whicg hax only recently received formul 
recognitiun trom Peking. : :

Not only on account of Russia but in 
the interests of the world at large the 
potential surplisea of her resources and 
her capacity to absorb the products of 
other nations should he opened up to the 
operations of international tride. Before 
this can be dono effectively she will re-

the bacteriologist, has been 
developed to a high state of perfection. 
Public authorities,’ both. national and 
local, are fully conscious of-the import; 
ance, of providing proper drainage and 
a good water supply. of ‘keeping the 
xtreets clean ‘and of inspecting the per- 
ishable food and milk offered for .sale.. 
But though as great, progress has been 
made in administration as the reformers 
whom 
dreamed of, their ideal is far, from ‘be- 
ing attained. Yeur by year, the nation 
strik has to suffer much, ¥ sand 
hamaniy speaking, 
preventable. FE nidemics spread cand take 
their heavy toll of victims when they 
might be checked at the outset, Thou- 
sands of, women die in ‘childbirth for 
lack of proper precautions. The denth- 
rate among tnfants. though far ‘lower 
than it’used to be, is still much too high: 
last year alone in England and Wales 
3 children died in infancy [rom 
seases that might have yielded to skill- 
ed trentment.” The contrast between the 


trinmphant advance of medical and ‘sani- | 


tary knowledge ‘and the utate of the 
public health shows that some important 
fuctor has been overlooked by the doctors: 
ancl. engineers agd administrators who 

« battl® with disease.’ 
The truth is thdt, in. their eagerness to 
save the community from. the conse- 


.| quences of its ignorance ‘or lack of care, 


they have neglected’ the task of educating 
the public in the laws of health, so that 
it, may know how to, protect itself. 


As the Chief Medical Officer, of the |” 


Ministry of Health, Sir George Newnan 
will not be accused of harbouring any pre- 
judite against the authorities, whether 
national or local, or of ‘undervaluing his 
own profession." But he sees that “ with- 
cout ‘an enlightened’ public ‘opinion the 
measure and value of scientific and legis- 
lative ‘advance are impaired,” and he 
admits frankly that ‘public: opinion bas 
not kept pace’ with’ the rapidly pro- 
gressive science and the new” measures 
it ndvocates. He gives, full credit to the 
beneficent effects of outdoor exercise for 
women, and of the ‘more reasonable” 
dress which they now adapt; be observes 
that chlorosis, a form of anemia which 
was once common mong women uni 

girls, is now disappearing, and, that their 
general health “is much improved. Sir 
George Newman remarks on the rapid 
diminution’ of the habit: of spitting’ in 
streets and trains-and elyewhere, through 
the ‘fore af public apinien which has 
been mobilised by the notices and, posters 
displayed in connection _with the crusade 
against’ consumption. He admits, also, 
that there is. a rise in. tho standard of 
cleanliness as a whole. Yet, when all is 


said, very much remains to be done’ be- | 


fore the masses of the people will fully 
abserve the modern hygicaic code. They 
have yet to learn that further progress 
depents mainly. on themselves, and that 
“the prevention of disease is becoming a 
Personal concern ” rather than’ a matter 
| for central or local bodies. The, problem, 
fol the tine being, is thus one of etluca-. 
tion, and Sir Géorge Newman pleads 
earnestly for a concerted effort on the 
part of the local authorities to rouse and 
instruct public opinion on the subject of 
health.

Misgivings 
about a falling or stationary population 
prompted, in part, the system of family 
allowances, But, if this system bad not 
found strong support in economic con- 
ditions and motives, if it had not proved |: 
itself a’sound industrial factor, patriotic 
ideas and apprehensions would scarcely 


have gufficed to make the system widely 


popular. The* strictly industrial merits 
of the system seem to me to lie chiefly in 
its fiexibility. It eschews rigid untfor- 
mitivs, and effects “a delicately pecesst 
adjustment. 

Whether of not Britain: ought to copy 
the French example in the interests of 
the disabled men is, perhaps, not 
most “important question which the,Jaw 
of April 2cth, 192%, suggests. While un- 
employment ‘remains severe, such a re- 
quirement would be difficult to impose. 
When employment. jmproves, the disabled 
men will be drawn steadily into work 
again. ‘But the lesson in flexibility which 
French industrialism teaches is one which 
Britain cannot afford to ignore.
